The replacement drawings filed 10/3/06 do not overcome the objection noted on page 2 of the 7/31/06 final office action. 

In claim 4, lines 1-2, "the annular sealing surface" lacks proper antecedent basis, as does "said sealing surface" on lines 2 and 3 of claim 
5. Also in claim 5, "mount" should be "mounted". In claim 13, "the annular sealing surface" should be "the at least one annular sealing 
surface". In claim 16, "the gap" lacks proper antecedent basis as does "said gap"in claim 17. 

In claim 13, the recitation "to provide self-lubrication of the annular sealing surface to reduce the temperature therebetween during 
operation" constitutes new matter not supported by the original disclosure. In claim 14, reciting that the lubricating medium (which is 
contained within the porous medium) is the fluid coolant constitutes new matter not supported by the original disclosure. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the 103 rejections of claims 6-7 and 10, and with respect to the 103 rejections of claims 13, 15-16 
and 19, are not found persuasive. 
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
